Outline* of Villages and Towns Found 
—Older Than the Mound 

Builders.
Discoveries made by scientists have 

led to the conclusion that the United 
States, as we know It, is built over the 
remains of another mighty nation. Ex­
cavations have revealed traces of a 
great civilization more progressive 
than that of the mound builders.

Discussion of the evidences of an 
early civilization occupied members of 
the American HlsOrical Association 
at their convention in Chicago. C. S. 
Pane of the University of Nebraska, 
pointed to the discoveries of the west 
bank of the Missouri River as indica­
tive of a special order superior to that 
of the North American as he appeared 
when the white man came and to that 
of his immediate predecessors, the 
mound builders.

“At a depth of twelve feet, along the 
river some miles south of Omaha," said 
1’rof. Paine, “excavators have found 
the outlines of villages and fair-sized 
towns. Square dwellings have been un­
earthed, and it is well known hat the 
American Indian did not build that 
kind of house.

‘The cooking utensils so far brought 
to light are all of pottery, but of a type 
distinct from tiiat of the Aztecs.

“A few copper arrow heads and or­
naments have appeared from time to 
time which may indicate either of two 
things. Either the builders of the 
suqare houses had commercial dealings 
with Lake Superior tribes, to whom 
tile metal was common, or they were 
metal workers themselves.

"As to the date at which this people 
lived, 1 can not say. I did not make 
the excavations, anil although 1 am 
interested in the work I could not haz­
ard a guess. It is evident, however, 
that they are very ancient.

“Great.bowls of melon or pumpkin 
seeds were found in several of the 
houses. Tills would signify that the 
tribe was agricultural. We expect 
deeper excavations will throw more 
light on their mode of life.”

The theory tiiat the builders of the 
square houses may have had connec­
tions in Illinois, perhaps with another 
Chicago was given support by an of- 
licial of the Chicago Historical Society.

“I urn not an archaeologist,’’ he ex­
plained, “and 1 would not wish to in­
trude* upon some oilier persons’ pre­
serves. However, 1 can say this, the 
great mound at Cahokia, HI., differs 
from other mounds of importance in 
that it is square in form.

“The mound builders of other local­
ities seem to have adhered lo the 
spherical lines of architecture. It is 
quite probable that it was constructed 
by the same tribes which built square 
houses in Nebraska.”

GETS MORE EGGS ^a D/ ^
INSTALLS ELECTRIC LIGHT IN

Foxy Iowa Agriculturist Is Arrested in 
Chicago for Trimming Two 

Would Be Soil Tillers

THEIR COOPS.

Hen* Tricked Into Working Overtime
•—Lured from Roost at 6 A. M., 

Back to Their Perch at 9 P. M.
A few weeks ago it was explained In 

a humorous feature how a Brownville 
chap had inveutedi a hen’s nest with 
a sliding bottom that tooled the hens 
into laying many eggs each" day. 
Whether the trick nest proved a suc­
cess or failure lias not as yet been an­
nounced by the Brownville genius, but 
the experiments of George C. Newell, 
a Chicagoan, with his "150 egg ma­
chines,” lead all interested in hens 
and their product to believe that noth­
ing is impossible in this line of in­
dustry.

George G. Newell is an auditor. Fig­
ures and statistics and chickens are 
his hobbies. Efficiency is his watch­
word, Back of his residence in Con­
gress Dark there is an inclosure forty 
feet square in which lie keeps what ho 
calls ills "150 egg machines.” The "ma­
chines" belong to the feathered tribe 
known as White Leghorns. He ex­
pects and obtains eggs from these 
"machines” with the same regularity 
and accuracy as he does figures from 
an adding machine.

He says he has obtained 18,000 eggs 
from his ‘‘maAhlnes" in the last year, 
or an average of an egg every third 
day for each fowl, and expects to bring 
this average up to an egg every other 
day for each hen. All the hens are lay­
ing now and lie sells the eggs for 60 
cents a dozen. Newell attributes his 
success to the fact that his. chickens 
live in two electric lighted coops, go 
to roost by electricity, and get up at 
the beck of 100 candle power.

"I figured the whole problem out in 
black and white,’’ said Newell. "1 
found that my chickens were not lay­
ing much in winter. They'd go to 
roost earlier in the winter months and 
get up later. 1 figured they didn't 
have sufficient daylight in which to 
eat flic necessary amount of food and 
to gut the required amount of exercise 
for good laying. I estimated they got 
about sixteen hours of daylight in mid­
summer and only about seven hours in 
midwinter. 1 decided to strike an aver­
age of their waking hours.

"At a cost of about $30 J installed a 
100 eandlepuwer tungsten lamp and a 
two cundlepower incandescent lamp in 
one chicken house and two sixty 
candle-power lamp in the other. These 
1 connected with switches in the bouse.

"As soon as the alarm clock goes off 
nt 6 or a little after in the morning I 
turn on the switch and the chickens 
get up, thinking it is daylight. The 
lights are turned off at 8 or 8:30, when 
it is full daylight and the neighbors’ 
fowls are just arising.

"When it begins to get dusk, along 
about 4, my daughter, Dorothy, or my 
wife turns on the lights and they are 
kept going until 9 at night, when 1 | 
turn all out except the two candle- . 
power lamps. These give just a stiff!- | 
cient amount of light to give the up- j 
pearance of dusk, and the chickens Le- j 
gin going to roost. 1 leave the small , 
lumps lit all night, so that if any of ; 
the chickens want to get up at night 
to eat they can do so.

"Eleven days after the lights were*
It rage jumped
from twenty-rix eggs to elghty-threc.' 
During tiie molting season under the 
old custom, when most of the food was 
going to feathers instead of eggs, 1 
got only eleven eggs a day. Now I get j 
fifty-two a day during the molting sea- | 
son. It is merely an experiment in i 
efficiency, and I hope to improve it. I

‘‘Chickens think," said Newell. “If ' 
they know they are going to get plenty 1 
of food the next day tliey’ll lay. By my 
method I keep them thinking they are 
getting the same amount of daylight all 
tits year around, and I'm keeping them 
thinking all the time.’*

nut in the world, but the dimensions 
of the Colusa tree do not come up to 
those of a tree that is growing on F.

TELLS WHY THERE. ARE
SIGHTS ON A RIFLE

Without Them the Marksman Firing 
at Long Range Could Never 

Hit His Mark.
The average person, if asked to ex- 

pjlain why a ride is sighted, would 
probably be unable to do so beyond 
some vague remark about taking cor­
rect aim.

Sights are necessary because a bul­
let does not travel in a straight line, 
hut under the Influence of gravity and 
friction, begins to drop almost as soon 
as it leaves the muzzle. Thus the bul­
let of tlie army rifle drops six inches 
in the first 100 yards, but when it has 
gone 200 yards it will have dropped, 
not twelve inches, but two feet. The 
drop increases by leaps and bounds 
with the distance. Where there no 
sights on the rifle and you wanted to 
hit a mark at 200 yards, you would 
clearly have to aim two feet above it.

This would be awkward, for you 
lose *ight of the object aimed at, to 
■ay nothing of the difficulty of cor­
rectly estimating at a distance of two 
feet at 200 yard*.

Many Woods Have been Tried— 
Spruce Takes First Place.

In 184 5 the first Important steps 
were taken In the manufacture of 
paper from wood. In that year Kel­
ler of Saxony took out a patent for 
making paper from wood pulp. 
success led others to Investigate, un­
til two methods of obtaining paper- 
making material from wood were 
devised—the mechanical and tha 
chemical processes.

Both are used In the 1 nlted 
States. The mechanical process Is a 
simple one. and consists merely of 
grinding the wood with water 
It Is reduced to a pulpy mass. I he 
pulp mills are situated near to the 
place where the wood grows, and 
generally on a good water-power site. 
The product ot the mechanical pulp 
mills Is not held to be as high grads 
as the chemical pulp, which Is pro­
duced by a quite different process, 
giving a longer and tougher fiber. 
For most cheap papers the mechani­
cal pulp Is used as a basis, with 
about one-third of chemical pulp 
added to give strength and tough­
ness.

The chemical processes are two. 
One of them uses caustic acid and the 
other sulphurous acid to separate 
the useless mattor from the flbev. 
The caustic soda process, which gives 
It name to soda pulp, is used mainly 
for poplar.

The plant of a typical pulp mill, 
situated near its source of supply, 
consists of a saw for cutting the logs 
Into a size easily handled, a wood- 
preparing, or rossing, room In which 
the bark is stripped off, and a chip­
per to reduce tho wood to small 
pieces for the acid In the digester. 
The digester plant has a tower la 
which sulphur Is burned at the ba<.o. 
and the fumes pass up through cool­
ing pipes, to meet water which per­
colates through limestone from tbe 
top. This forms sulphurous acid, 
which is drawn off Into the digester 
filled with chips. Steam Is turned 
on under pressure, and the whole 
mass Is cooked until sufficiently di­
gested, when tho cooked pulp is 
blown out and washed with water. 
Other processes follow, In which the 
fiber Is formed into sheets and Is 
squeezed through power presses to 
remove the water. The pulp may he 
then shipped to the paper mill, where 
It Is bleached and otherwise prepared 
for special uses, or to factories 
which make use of the material in 
the manufacture of pails, dishes, 
boxes, picture frames, mattings, ear 
wheels, steam and wa er pipes, tele­
graph poles, electric loaduits, insu­
lators, cofll ns, shoe heels, horse 
shoes, spools, tool handles, buttons, 
pulleys, paving blocks, surgeons’ 
si lints, astronomical observatory 
domes, and hundreds of other things.

Four hundred or more raw mate­
rials are used in the manufacture of 
paper pulp, but wood furnishes by 
far the greater quantity. Many 
American woods have been tried, In­
cluding spruce, poplar, basswood, 
balsam, pine, beech, willow cedar, 
hemlock, maple, birch, and aspen. 
Of these spruce Is most used. Bal­
sam Is also good. Both are valuable 
for their special quality of fiber nnd 
for their lack of color being nearly 
white and therefore not difficult or 
expensive to bleach.

Even with the seemingly exhaust­
less spruce forests of Canada,In ad­
dition to those ot tho United States, 
It does not need an expert statisti­
cian to foresee the day, not far in 
tho future, when the spruce pulp 
supply will be exhausted, or at least 
so depicted that the cost of the wood 
will be prohibitive.

So far there seems to be more pos­
sibilities in balsam, to supplement 
spruce, than In any other wood. Yet 
the most interesting possibilities of 
the Forest Service Investigation lie 
In the line of discoveries other fibers 
that may have properties peculiarly 
adapted to special kinds of paper­
making. Here the realm of conjec­
ture Ls as bewildering as It Is broiid, 
for few countries can present a 
greater variety of woods to work 
with than can be found In the United 
States and Us possessions. Special 
woods may be discovered which will 
supply the basis for special papers, 
until there may Indeed be brought 
about a “paper age,” as a German 
scientist has predicted, wherein all 
vegetable fibers will find place In 
making boards, bricks, moldings, 
and nearly all structural materials. 
Here, too, there Is opportunity for 
utilizing wood waste, sawdust, slabs 
pulp, and thence into finished paper 
products.

More than 1,500,000 cords of 
wood are used annually In the pro­
duction of sulphite pulp, and of this 
nearly four-fifths Is spruce. With 
such an enormous demand there Is a 
rapid diminution of the supply of 
standing spruce and a consequent 
marked Increase In Its cost
